Record quit his hank and managed the 
campaign for issuing 
9300.Of0.00 in 
Road Bond' in the Pari* precinct of 
Lamar County and carried the election 
bv a vote of 13 to I. A full vote was 
polled. 
The Good Roads Association of La­ 
mar County began its work by request­ 
ing the Federal goverment to send an 
engineer to Paris and ir.spect the roads 
in the proposed district and estim ate 
the cost of construction. 
The report 
submitted 
by the goverment expert 
showed it would cost 85.000 per mile 
to permanently improve me road aru 
a campaign on that basis for a bond 
issue 
of $900,000 w’as opened. 
Any 
community in Texas can secure a simi­ 
lar service from the Goverment free 
of co-t by writing Mr. L. W. Page. 
Department of public H i g h w a y s , 
Washington D C. 
A petition for a bond election w’as 
the next step necessary and the law re­ 
quired only fifty signatures: a thousand 
signers to the petition were secured. 
The master stroke in the campaign 
was sending a committee of four mem­ 
bers to adjoining counties to inspect 
roads recetly built by bond issues and 
to talk with farmers along the route. 
The committee was composed of tw^ 
business men who favored the bond 
issue and two prominent farmers who 
were leading the opposition. The farm­ 
er members of the committee saw. heard 
and were convinced. They returned to 
Paris good r^ad1* enthusiasts and spent 
the last four ' ays of the campaign in 
the saddle riding over the precinct like 
repentant sinner', confessing the error 
of their ways and preaching a gospel 
of progress and prosperity*. 
On election day captains were placed 
j over each block in the city, and the 
I rural districts were likewise subdivided 
and the territory' covered by progressive 
j farmers. 
Meetings were held at seven school 
houses in the rural district each even­ 
ing during the last ten days of the 
campaign and the power of the press 
thund-red out for more roads. 
The 
campaign was a successful one and to 
the intense interest of the business 
men is credited the results of the elec­ 
tion.
